June 25, 1886. His mother died 
when he was ten years old and his 
father died several years before 
his son’s entry into the priest- 
hood. 

Archbishop-elect Bergan was 
consecrated Bishop of Des Moines 
in June 1934. Prior to this he had 
served as Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese of Peoria and as rector of the 
Cathedral, succeeding in this po- 
sition his life-long friend, the Rev. 
James Shannon, whose assistant he 
had been and who resigned because 
of ill health. 

In December 1927. Archbishop- 
elect Bergan became Vicar General 
of the Diocese of Peoria, and fol- 
lowing the death of Bishop E. M. 
Dunne he was named Administra- 
tor of the diocese in October 1929. 
When Bishop J. H. Schlarman was 
appointed to Peoria in June 1930, 
Archbishop-elect Bergan resumed 
his position as Vicar General. He

Listeners To 
Try Old Values 


Fort Wayne—“We are told by 
many in this country that the most 
effective means of fighting Commu- 
nism is to prove the worth of de- 
mocracy and to perfect it,” John 
Gilland Brunini, lecturer and au- 
thor, asserted here, Sunday eve- 
ning, Feb. i6. : 

Mr. Brunini appeared in the 
Catholic Evidence lecture sertes at 
the Central Catholic High School 
Auditorium, 

“But we should be clear in our 
own minds about it,” he added. 
“In the first place, perfection is 
not to be found short of Heaven 
and Utopia is not foreordained as 
a possibility for man.” 

Mr. Brunini stressed that Amer- 
ica should not permit itself to be 
jockeyed into the position that she 
can save the world against Com- 
munism only by becoming perfect 
in a governmental system devised 
and administered by man. 

Godless Ranks Increasing 

“Meanwhile the ranks of the god- 
less are increasing in this country. 
Secularism, which puts God and the 
things of God into a cubbyhole, is 
to be found more and more the 
practice of so-called Christians,” 
he said. 

Mr. Brunini pointed out that 
these conditions exist at home as 
well as abroad and if we are to 
survive we must examine the old 
values which we have all but for- 
gotten in this swift-changing, mod- 
ern environment.

Editors’ Comments Show 
Americans’ Need Of 
Better Spiritual Advisers 


E were rather surprised when, 

in the Chicago Tribune (Feb- 
ruary 8, 1948) we read the obser- 
vations made by the editor on the 
subject of “Divorce.” Had he 
merely commented on statistics or 
treated the matter from the econ- 
omic or sociological viewpoint, of 
course, we would not have been 
surprised, but he posed as a theo- 
logian and moralizer, and in that 
connection he wrote: “It is time 
that somebody said a kind word 
for divorce.” 

No person, theologian or pro- 
fessor or editor, may moralize on 
a matter which was an 
settled by Almighty God Himself. 
Those who are unhappily married 
evidently believe in divorce, but it 
was God Almighty Himself Who 
declared, at the very beginning of 
the human race, that the marriage 
contract would be _ indissoluble. 
Christ reiterated what was de- 
clared from the beginning. He 
justified “separation” on grounds 
of unfaithfulness, but made it 
very clear that the separated par- 
ties may not remarry during the 
lifetime of both. He speaks as 
follows about the separated par- 
ties (Matt. XIX, 9): “He that 
shall marry her who is put away 
commits adultery.” Mark and Luke 
and Paul say nothing about this 
one exception, because that ex- 
ception would not justify remar- 
riage, but only a separation (Mark 
X, 11-12; Luke XVI, 18; 1 Cor. 
VII, 39). . 

The Chicago editor writes: “We 
have relatively easy access to di- 
vorce today because the no-divorce 
system was tried and found want- 
ing.” He might have applied the 
same process of reasoning to auto- 
mobile-thieving, or hold-ups, or ar- 
son, because laws governing those 
crimes are so frequently violated. 
According to that sort of reason- 
ing, we should have no laws at all 
against crime, because J. Edgar 
Hoover claims that a major crime 
is committed at the rate of one 
every twenty seconds of the day 
and night. 

The editor continues: “Ameri- 
cans who have traveled in coun- 
tries where divorce is virtually for- 
bidden either by law or social cus- 
tom are not overwhelmed with the 
purity of family life there dis- 
played.” How can the traveler 
become acquainted with the “pur- 
ity of family Life” in the country 
which he visits?

Great Britain had fol- 
lowed the procedure of naming a 
Protestant as her Minister to the’

AINTS are invariably men and women of outstanding 
courage. Why? Because they keep close to the source 

of all courage, God Himself. They do this because they have 
worked vut a coherent scheme of values which is the essence 
of a philosophy of life. The failure of many lives is trace- 


able to these people’s neglect to establish a rational hier- 
archy of values and to make their+— 
actions conform to that scale. 
With the saints the hierarchy 
or ascending scale of values is 
clearly defined. There are things 
of physical value. These minister 
to the needs of the body and the 
pleasures of the senses. They are 
not to be depreciated. But their 
limits are marked. The mistake 
which many worldlings make is 
to esteem these things objects of 
supreme value, the goals of their 
lifelong striving. The inevitable 
end of such a quest is dust and 
ashes. 


Values Of Mind 


Of higher value are the things 
which minister to the mind of man. 
As the mind is superior to. the 
body, the things which conduce to 
the growth and development of the 
mind rank above the objects of 
physical value. The search for 
beauty and truth distinguishes 
homo sapiens from the brute ani- 
mals, who never rise higher than 
the pursuit of food and drink and 
the satisfaction of the physical 


Knowledge, beauty, truth, wis- 
dom are the objectives of man’s 
long intellectual quest. While 
they are intangible and are una- 
menable to being measured by any 
mechanical measuring rods and 
scales, they are of enormous im- 
portance in enabling a man to be 
truly human, to live in that cate- 
gory of the mind and imagination 
whither the brutes never enter. 

Higher still in the scale of values 
are those things which minister to 
man’s spiritual growth and pro- 
gress. Justice, righteousness, 
mercy, honor, love ... Who will 
weigh their worth or set limits to 
their value? The achievement of 
these ethical values renders man 
a being of unique dignity and 
transcendental worth. They make 
his face to shine with a divine 
radiance and with a glory brighter 
than that of setting suns. It is 
the possession of these spiritual 
values which makes a man god- 
like—the human image of the 
divine.

Catechism For An Honest Inquirer 
Identifying Marks Of The Church 


T the beginning of the fourth 

century the Bishops of the 
Catholic world, observing that 
there were many false teachers 
abroad, met in Council in Niece, 
Asia Minor, where they not only 
solemnly declared the Divinity of 
Christ against Arius, but ampli- 
fied the Apostles’ Creed, in order 
to emphasize certain marks by 
which the True Church should 
readily be known. In the Apos- 
tles’ Creed we read: “I believe 
in the holy Catholic Church.” This 
was amplified at Nice to “I believe 
in One, Holy,. Catholic, and Apos- 
tolic Church.” 


Q—Do you imply that the True 
Church must have all these four 
Marks, and that if any other re- 
ligious bod’ does not have them 
all, it cannot lay claim to be 
Christ’s Church? 

A—That is correct. Let us re- 
fiect only briefly: Since Christ 
refers to His Church as “The 
Kingdom of God,” it should be 


clear that there can be but one, 


“Kingdom of God,” and not 400 
or 1000. 


If God was the founder of the 
Church, it must be holy in itself; 
it must possess means of holiness, 
and the use of these means must 
make people holy. 


Christ’s last orders to His Apos- 
tles were that they “make disciples 
of all nations,” (Matt. XXVIII, 
20) to preach the Gospel to “every 
creature” (Mark XVI, 15). That 
means that His Church was in- 
tended to be universal, or Catholic. 

If the Church was built on the 
foundation of the Apostles; if 
Christ was to be with them and 
their successors “all days even un- 
to the consummation of the 
world” (Matt. XXVIII, 20), then it 
must be Apostolic. 

Q—Are there any other identi- 
fying marks? 

A—yYes. Another is often men- 
tioned in Holy Scripture, namely, 
“persecution.” Christ foretold that 
the Apostles and their followers 
would be reviled, ill-treated, mis- 


represented and persecuted. Even | 
from your own observation, you) 
know that the Catholic Church has 
been the only one severely per- 
secuted in the past and that it is 
the only Church being persecuted 
now. 

The following utterances of

It is more than a voice 
to shout what students think, more 
than a pair of eyes to observe what 
they’re doing. . It is the consci- 
ence of the college—with a print- 
ing press to make itself heard. 


Perhaps the “conscience” ana- 
logy limps a little. It gives the 
impression that we feel all college 
journalists should spend all their 
time crusading for Truth, that the 
Senior Ball deserves only an in- 
significant back-page mention. 
This isn’t what we mean, of 
course. A college editor cannot 
chop up his sense of news values 
in order to feed his own little 
bright blue flame. 


But he can temper his inclina- 

tion to “give ’em what they want” 
with a realization of the power, 
and, at the same time, the respon- 
sibility of his sheet. He must see 
the independent existence of his 
paper, an existence which influ- 
ences, or which is potentially cap- 
able of influencing, the whole ap- 
proach to education, not only of 
the students who read it, but of the 
faculty and the administration of 
the college as well. He must, then, 
begin by seeing the college primar- 
ily as a place of intellectual effort. 
He must see his paper’s mission of 
helping to educate its readers as 
well as its duty to report what's 
going on in the gym Friday 
night. 
_ If an exceptionally good lecture 
is given, it deserves reprinting for 
the benefit of all the students and 
faculty members who did not have 
an opportunity, to hear it. If a 
worthwhile concert is to be held, a 
good reviewer capable of building 
sound standards of artistic criti- 
cism in the minds of students 
should be assigned to cover the 
concert. If a Student Council is 
having difficulties, the paper 
should analyse them and offer 
suggestions, instead of passing off 
a chaotic SC session with a two- 
paragraph sneer. When the fac- 
ulty meets, its decisions and opin- 
ions should be aired. Such things 
as reprinting lectures cannot al- 
ways be done in a smal] weekly or 
daily, but cooperation between the 
editors of the college news organ 
and the quarterly can see that the 
talk gets the attention it de. 
kerves. 
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and shape the educational phil- 
osophy of the students and pro- 
fessors who read it. Editing or 
writing for it is an honor and a 
privilege, but it also imposes re- 
sponsibilities which neither its staff 
nor the administration of the col- 
lege can shirk.

Mr. Uhl was able to interest other 
parish branches of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society and with that 
larger backing has been able to 
establish a second pamphlet rack 
in the South Shore R. R. Station. 

The pamphlet rack in each sta- 
tion is kept stocked with pamphlets 
explaining the belief and practice 
of the Catholic faith, and is kept 
in neat and inviting appearance 
through weekly and semi-weekly 
inspection. A total of approximate- 
ly 10,000 pamphlets are thus dis- 
tributed gratis to the general pub- 
lic each year. On the back of each 
pamphlet is stamped the name of 
the Society, with the announce~ 
ment that the reader can secure 
additional information on the Cath- 
olic faith by writing to a post 
office box address. Mr. Uhl re- 
ports that inquiries come from such 
distant places as Arkansas, Geor- 
gia, and California,

to see these two pamphlet racks 
so beautifully stocked with attrac- 
tive and inviting pamphlets, offered 
gratia to all searchers for the 
truth. If there were other lay 
aposties in every town and city 
with the vision, seal, and deter- 
mination of Mr. Gilbert Uhl, we 
would flood the country with Cath- 
olic pamphlets like flakes in a

The 
greatest for one game, anyhow, no matter what happens from here on 
in. 


The St. Louis U. Billikens 


The team is the St. Louis University Billikens, coached by 
Ed Hickey former head man at Creighton. [t was perfection- 
plus the night it came to Notre Dame and defeated a good Notre 
Dame team, 68-51, on the home floor where Notre Dame had won 
38 straight over a four-year span, and on the same floor where, 
a week previous, Notre Dame had soundly trounced the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, then rated No. 1 nationally, by a score of 64-55. 

It 1s a little difficult to tell where to begin and where to leave 
off when you start to talk about that St. Louis team the night I 
saw them. If you begin with young Ed Macauley you probably 
won’ stop talking about him, which might give the impression 
that the Billikens are a one-man team. Far be it from such. 
While ‘t is true that Macauley is their star, their spark, their 
outstanding man doing anything, it is equally true that those 
who operate with him are perfect “fits” in a precision basketball 
machine the likes of which these old eyes probably never before 
have dwelt upon. 


It wasn’t that St. Louis beat a good Notre Dame team, and beat 
it by such a decisive margin of 17 points on the losers’ home floor, it 
was the manner in which the Billikens operated’ to achieve their 
ends. 


Their passing, ball handling, dribbling, feinting, smoothness, smart- 
ness and rebounding were such that there were actually times when 
an experienced Notre Dame team didn’t even know where the ball 
was until they discovered that some St. Louis scalawag had just de- 
posited it through the basket for two points. You had to see it to 
believe it. 


Now. around Notre Dame and northern Indiana in general there 
are a lot of experienced basketball men who know a good team 
when they see one. A lot of them were at the St. Louis-Notre Dame 
game, ani I thought it was a great tribute to the St. Louis team that 
so many of these experienced basketball men hunted me up immediate- 
ly after the game to tell me that they thought they had just seen 
the greatest exhibition of basketball by a college team in their long 
careers in the game as players, coaches and officials.

If you 
don’t think that sinking half your shots against such a major 
opponent as Notre Dame is a rare accomplishment just ask the 
Kentucky boys, who only a week before had sunk only one-fifth 
of their efforts from the floor against Notre Dame.

Leading U. S. Diplomats 
Approved Idea As Serving 
Best U. S. Interests

Washington, Feb. 16— (NC) — 
Myron C. Taylor was sent to the 
‘atican as personal representative 
of the President to His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII, not because it was 
a personal whim of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but because the 
top-ranking men in American 
diplomacy thought it a very good 
idea. 
This is brought out in the mem- 
oirs of Cordell Hull, U. S. Secre- 
itary of State at the time Mr. Tay- 
lor was named. The memoirs are 
soon to be published in book form 
by The Macmillan Company of 
New York, and meanwhile portions 
of them are being made available 
to secular newspapers throughout 
the country in copyright articles 
of the North American Newspaper 
® Alliance. 


Perhaps Mr. Hull’s disclosures 
do not come as startling revela- 
tions to persons who have given 
serious thought to the matter, but 
they ought to give pause to some 
of those who have been clamoring 
ito have President Truman termi- 
nate Mr. Taylor’s mission. Such 
persons seem to have taken the 
attitude that Mr, Taylor’s appoint- 
ment was merely something that 
gave President Roosevelt pleasure, 
and that now President Truman 
should call the mission to an end. 

What has so far appeared of 
Mr. Hull’s memoirs indicates defi- 
nitely that it was the State De- 
partment, and not the President, 
that originated the idea. Speaking 
of a period in 1939, Mr. Hull 
writes: 

“Early in July, nearly two 
months before the outbreak of the 
war, Welles (Under Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles) and I had 
discussed the advantage that 
might be gained through such re- 
lations (some kind of relations 
with the Vatican). We felt that 
the Vatican had many sources of 
information, particularly with re- 
gard to what was occurring in 
Germany, Italy and Spain, which 
we did not possess. At my sugges- 
tion, Welles wrote a personal let- 
ter to Ambassador Phillips in 
Rome, asking his opinion, Phillips 
replied on July 19, recommending 
diplomatic relations and suggest- 
Ing that a Protestant be named as 
a meric . n representative.

“In his memorandum,” Mr. Hull 
continues, “the President based 
his suggestion of a diplomatic 
representative to the Pope solely 
on the refugee question. He did 
not mention the aspect, which later 
assumed great importance with 
him, that the Vatican would be a 
factor in obtaining peace.” 

Mr. Taylor himself has said that 
his work at the Vatican included 
efforts to stop the spread of 
World War II, to aid the refugees, 
and to obtain peace. 

Mr. Hull’s mention of the Vati- 
can as “a factor in obtaining 
peace,” is in itself timely. To 
those opposing Mr. Taylor’s mis- 


sion, it should throw new light’ 


upon President Truman’s decla- 
ration that Mr. Taylor’s mission 
would continue until peace is ob- 
tained in Europe.

(2) “Power must be trans- 
ferred in due time to the citizen 
who, in the judgment of the Elec- 
toral Tribunal, has obtained a le- 
gitimate majority of votes ... 
Without going into a_ detailed 
analysis of possible imperfections 
..+ Which in no case actually 
weaken the legal, juridical and 
technical rightfulness of the elec- 
tions ... we happily acknowledge 
that the President of the Republic 
fully safeguarded electoral free- 
dom in last Sunday’s ballot. 


(3) “We feel certan that the 
President of the Republic shares 
with us this legal opinion ...A 
statement from him in this respect 
would be appreciated for the sake 
of history and would be gratefully 
welcomed by the entire nation. 


(4) “We disapprove of the ex- 
cesses of political zeal during the 
last campaign; we trust that... 
we may become once more that 
which we have been by tradition; 
true brothers among whom there 
cannot be, not even in the political 
field, victors or vanquished. 


(5) “Lastly, we proclaim before 
God, Whose protection we implore 
for our country, and before our 
conscience, that these statements 
claim no other value than that of 
expressing our sincere desire to 
serve the legitimate interests of 
our fellow-citizens, without any 
distinction.” : 


Minnesota Catholics 
Offer Homes, Jobs, 
And Help To DP’s 


Duluth, Feb. 16—(NC)—A num- 
ber of offers of living quarters, 
jobs and financial assistance for 
Displaced Persons in Europe have 
resulted from a _ parish-by-parish 
survey undertaken among the 87,- 
000 Catholics of the Duluth dio- 
cese. Some 220 persons in Euro- 
pean DP camps are relatives of 
Duluth Catholics, according to the 
survey returns. Offers of living 
quarters came from 132 persons 
employment from 123, and 270 
persons volunteered to provide 
“some financial assistance.” 


A similar survey taken in the 
St. Cloud diocese, which has 86,000 
Catholics, showed 205 offers of em- 
ployment, 119 of living quarters, 
and 150 of financial assistance. 
Among those who responded to the 
questionnaire were 29 families whe 
said they had 90 relatives in Euro- 
pean DP camps. The survey was 
undertaken in all Minnesota dio- 
ceses as a part of an effort to de- 


termine the State’s capacity to re-

In June, 1902, Father Noll attended the ordinations at 
the Cathedral, Fort Wayne, and immediately thereafter was 
asked by the late Bishop Alerding whether he would be will-’ 
ing to accept the pastorate of St. Louis church, Besancon, 
which had been vacant from the previous January because of

The young priest, not knowing much French, wondered 
whether he would be received by the people, who had always 
had a French priest able to preach to them in their native 

language. According to the Bishop’s judgment, it would be

Briefly the situation was this: Father La Bonte, who 
was of French Canadian parentage, but who himself was 
born in the Diocese of Burlington, Vermont, was ordained by 
Bishop Rademacher, on May 19, 1894. Because the Bishop 
had no other French priest to spare, the newly-ordained was 
immediately placed over the Besancon congregation.

money to give, to allocate to the church the next calf born on 
their farm, aad to raise it at their own expense for three 
years, after which time the mature cows would be brought to 
a designated place and sold at auction. Father Adam 
branded all these calves as church property. At the sale 
|more than 100 of them brought $3,000.00. Today they would 
bring over $100,000.00. Why not try that, rural priests of 
our day, when good heifers are bringing $400.00 a piece? 

In 1875 Father Adam received permission from Bishop 
Dwenger to return to France, where he remained until the 
year 1903, at the time the Separation Law was passed in 
his country. He had become an American citizen and felt 
free to denounee the Combes anti-Christian government of 
France. After retiring from his parish he returned to the 
United States, hoping to pass the last days of his life with 
the Trappists at their Monastery in Kentucky. He was wel- 
comed there, but because of his advanced age and illness, a 
physician recommended that he leave. . 

The Besaneon people had heard, in the meantime, that 
he had died in his native country, and had many Masses 
offered for the repose of his soul. But he had not died, and 
in the year 1905 revisited Besancon. It was a happy day for 
the old parishioners, practically all of whom had, by this 
time, returned to the practice of their religion. 

Father La Bonté’s immediate predecessor, the Rev. 
Felix Veniard, 0.8.C., had served the people from the year 
1880 until the time of his death in 1893. Between his death 
and the arrival of Father La Bonté, the Rev. William J. 
Quinlan, assistant at the Cathedral, Fort Wayne, erected the 
present parish rectory, 

This story is told in order that you may have a better 
idea of the situation at Besancon, at the time of Father Noll’s 
appointment to the parish. Father Noll had known Father 
La Bonté well. It was his custom to spend his vacations, 
while a student at the Major Seminary at the Herman 
Schnelker farm, near New Haven, and at the Besancon rec- 
tory with Father La Bonté. 

When it was announced at Ligonier and Kendallville 
that Father Noll was to be transferred to a rural. parish, the 
Meyer Carriage Factory, presented him with a rubber-tired 
surrey, which was something very new at the time; and the 
Flint-Walling Manufacturing Company, at Kendallville, do- 
nated a wind mill to him to relieve him from the necessity of 
pumping water from the well near the kitchen door of the 


rectory.
